A NERVY TRAMP. 


An Unwelcome Guest at Summer Res!- 
dences Near Santa Cruz. 

Santa Cruz, Dec. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Several weeks agoa 
tramp was discovered inthe country 
house of Claus Spreckels at Aptos in 
this county, where he had been living 
for some time on the best the house af- 
forded. He had appropriated a suit of 
clothes and prepared a large bundle of 
plunder to be taken away. He was 
discovered and fled through a window 
hatless. The same tramp afterward 
was discovered in the vacant summer 
residence of Dr. A. Lilliencranz of Oak- 
land, also located near Aptos. He es- 
caped again hatless, leaving his plun- 
der. Recently several burglaries were 
committed in this city and aman was 
placed under arrest. He jumped from 
the courtroom window in the. second 
story and made his escape again hat- 
less. 

This morning he. was found it tle} 
summer cottage of James Phelan, near 
this ci®y, where he had evidently been 
located for several days. He was with- 
out a hat, but otherwise was well iixed. 
When caught, he threw up his hands at 
once, showing that he was used to such 
proceedings.

VITICULTURAL COMMISSION. 
{t Will Oppose the Proposed Amendment 
: to the Sweet Wine Law. 
San Francisco, Dec. 12.—,By the As- 
sociated Press.| The State Viticultural 
Commission convened this morning for 


the annual meeting. President George 
West 


of Stockton occupied the 
chair. The commissioners took up 
what is cknown as the ‘Raines 
bill,” which is now pending be- 


fore Congress. This is, in fact, a pro- 
posed amendment to the sweete win bill 
at present in force; suggested changes 
and providing for the use of grain 
spirits free of tax for the fortifying of 
sweet wines. Since the proposed 
amendment was brought before Con- 
gress. members of the Viticultural Com- 
mission have earnestly opposed it, and 
today the discussion showed that there 
has been no change in sentiment on the 
subject. 

It was finally decided to authorize 
the Executive Committee of the com- 
mission to make an arrangement with 
J.de Barth Shorb, who is going to 
Washington on other business, to repre- 
sent the board before Congress for the 
purpose of doing everything possible to 
bring about the defeat of the proposed 
legislation. 


CREDITORS COMPLAIN. 


An Effort to Have a Packing Firm De. 
clar-d Insolvent. 


Press.| A petition was filed in the 
Superior Court this afternoon by the 
Farmers’ Bank of this city, the King’s 
River Lumber Company, the Kutner- 
Goldstein Co., and others, asking that 
the court declare Cook & Langley, the 
well-known packers and commission 
merchants of Fresno and Santa Baroara 
counties, insolvent debtors. Their 
claims against the firm aggregate 
about eighteen thousand dollars. 

The petitioners allege that Cook & 
Langley have committed acts of in- 
solvency within the meaning of the 
law by conveying on November 15 last 
to the Farmers and Merchants’ Bank of 
Los Angeles, all their land, tenements, 
and hereditaments of every description, 
etc., for an alleged consideration of 
$50,000. This transfer, petitioners 
claim, was made by Cook & Langley 
with intent .to delay, defraud and 
hinder their creditors. :

BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A divorce suit was com- 
menced in the Superior Coyrt today. A 
short time ago Mrs. Nellie A. Wristen 
filed'a complaint in the Superior Court 
of San Joaquin county against her hus- 
band, A. C. Wristen, for maintefance, 
alleging that on the 28th of last »Sep- 
tember, while the parties were living 
in Fresno, he drove her away from his 
home without any means of ‘support, 
and she asked for the sum of $10U per 
month ang attorney’s fees. ‘The; judge 
of the San Joaquin County Court granted 
her an injunction. restraining the de- 
fendant from disposing of any of his 
personal property.

CHARGES OF FRAUD. 
Developments Promised Regarding the 
Recent Santa Ana Foot Race. 

Santa Awa, Dec. 12.—(|Special.] Re- 
cept developments have brought out 
some startling and ugly stories con- 
cerning the Morris-Quirk foot race, in 
which several prominent sporting men 
in Los Angeles county are reported as 
occupying very unenviable positions. 
It isnow known, almost beyond adegree 
of doubt, that a most contemptible and 
high-handed outrage was attempted on 
unsuspecting parties to the race by un- 


principled persons officiating in the 
great event. 
Morris was seen tonight, and said:

“BIG BERTHA’S" DIAMONDS. 


The Question of Their Ownership at Last 
Determined. 

San Francisco, Dec. 12.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| It was settled today 
who is the owner of the $1500 worth 
oi diamonds that were found on the 
person of *‘Big Bertha’’ at the time of 
her arrest some time ago for obtaining 
money under false pretenses. At the 
time Sherif? McMann took possession of 
the 1ewels, and for over two years he 
has been trying to find out who owns 
them. Finally, to determine the mat- 
ter he brought suit against William 
Surley, Henry Parsons and others to 
let them settle it among themselves. 
Judge Finn decided that Henry Parsons, 
an ex-Kearney-street jeweler, was the 
owner of the diamonds, but that he 
must pay McMann $50 expenses of the 
law suit. 


The Oregon Wagon Koad Case. 

PorTLanpd (Or.,) Dec. 12.—In the 
United States Circuit Court, Judge Gil- 
bert today decided the case of the United 
States against the Willamette Valley 
and.Cascade Mountain Wagen Road 
Company in favor of the defendants. 
The controversy is about 600,000 acres 
of land granted by Congress for building 
aroad. The government claimed that 
the company had never completed the 
road and thatthe land should revert. 
The court neld that the west end of the 
road was completed and since the suit 
was commenced the remainder has been 
finished. 


A Rush for the San Juan Placers. - 

Puenix (Ariz.,). Dec. 12.—Excite- 
ment is at fever heat overa gold find 
in the new placer grounds on the San 
Juan River. Trainmen and telegraph 
operators are deserting the railroad, 
crippling it. Even officials of the At- 
lantic and Pacific have caught the in- 
fection, and yesterday a party left 
Cajfion Diablo en route to the mimes. 
Business is seriously interfered with. 
On Friday one man washed out 8700 
and another reported $2000 as the re- 
sult of thirty-six hours’ work. 


“Fined” by a Labor Union. 

San Jost, Dec. 12.—Bowman & 
Brookfield, San Francisco contractors, 
hired a man not a'member of the Brick- 
layers’ Union, to do painting on a build- 
ing here, and the local union fined them 
$100. They refused to pay and alli 
union men struck. Further action will 
be taken on Thursday if the fine is not 
paid. 


Actor Cartis'’s Ball Not Reduccd. 
Fravycisco, Dec. 12.—The matter 
of fixing the date for the trial of M. B. 
Curtis for the murder of Policeman 
Grant was continued today by Judge 
Murphy until December 24. The Court 
refused to reduce the amount of Cur- 
tis’s bail, which remains, as formerly, 
$50,000. 


Incendiary Fire at Madera. 
Mapera, Dec. 12.—Early this morn- 
ing the row of frame buildings occupied 
by C. A. Divoroch’s harness shop and 
shee shop were robbed and set on fire 
and totally destroyed. The probable 
loss is 5000; partly insured. 


Fire at Martinez.

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GERMAN CRISIS 


A Political Explosion Said 
to Be Imminent. 


Caprivi Makes Silver an Issue Be- 
fore the Reichstag. 


He Declares That Gold Must Be the 
Fatherland’s Standard. 


The New French Mintstry Encounters 
Opposition in the Chamber—Sensa. 
tional Arrests Made in 
London,

Beau, Dec. 12.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The town is full of 
rumors. There was one to the effect 
that an imperial message digsolving the 
Reichstag would be read today. <An- 
other was shat the Army Bill would be 
putinto effect without consulting the 
Reichstag. Public feeling is that the 
empire is on the verge of an explosion, 
particularly if the Kaiser insists in re- 
taining Caprivi. It will be remem- 
bered that the Kaiser formerly ex- 
pressed a determination to keep Bis- 
marck in spite of any thing that might 
happen. 

In the Reichstag Count Merback, Con- 
servative, asked the government to as- 
sist the bi-metallists the Brussels 
Monetary Conference’ Chancellor Ca- 
privi replied that the German delegates 
were instructed notto give assent to 
anv proposal that restricted Germany's 
right to decide what should constitute 
her own currency, and to declare that 
Germany is content with her present 
system and would not change it. : 

The Chancellor said that the Conser- 
vatives were evidently trying to harness 
the currency question and anti-Semit- 
ism to the samecar. Events that had 
occurred during the last few weeks had 
caused him the greatest dismay. If 
anti-Semitism and bi-metallism were to 
be used as demagogic cries, the govern- 
ment would have to make a determined 
stand. The currency question, the 
Chancellor declared, became more 
gerous as a materiai for popular agita- 
tion the less it was.understood. It 
would be deplorabie if honorable mem- 
vers of the Reichstag made their atti- 
tude onthe Military Bill dependent 
upon bi-metallism and placed the latter 
question higher than the question of the 
defensive power of Germany. The 
Chancellor stated that he wished to an- 
nounce to the world that Arndt, oneof 
the German delegates to the confer- 
ence, was in ho way connected with the 
German government. 

Caprivi concluded his remarks by de- 
claring that Germany would continue 
to adhere to the gold standard, 


THE NEW FRENCH MINISTRY. 
Measures Which It Opposed Passed by 
the Chamber of Deputies. 

Paris, Dec. 12.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| In the Senate today 
*M. Lacombe questioned the govern- 
ernment as to its attitude toward the 
Panama investigation. ourgeois, Min- 
ister of Justice, declared, amid cheers 
of the supporters of the government, 
that he desired most complete and 
searching light thrown upon the affairs 
ofthe company. He added, however, 
that he and his colleagues would op- 
pose the passage of any special law 
that threatened to involve a_ possible 


conflict between the executive, legisla-_ 


tive and judicial authority.

Father Corrigan on Trial for Dis- 
obeying Bishop Wigger. 


The Defendant Declines to Take an Oath 
to Keep the Proceedings Secret— 
Anxious to Have the Matter 
Dropped.

New York, Dec. 12.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The trials under the 
forms of the Roman Catholic Church of 
Rev. Father Patrick Corrigon of Hobo- 
ken, N. J., began at Newark this after- 
noon. Father Corrigan is charged 
with insubordination in refusing to 
obey the injunctions of Bishop Wig- 
ger and in publishing a_ series 
of articles in Freeman’s Journal and 
the Catholic Register in which he se- 
verely criticised Bishops Wigger and 
Corrigan and in general made an on- 
slaught on Cahenslyismn in this country. 
He particularly attacked Wigger as an 
upholder of Cahenslyism. The trial 
promises to be of much interest to Cath- 
olics all over the country. 

Vicar General O'Conner of Bishop 
Wigger’s official household, was made 
presiding officer. The first question 
brought before the Judge was asto the 
secrecy of the proceedings. It was the 
wish of Bishop Wigger that no state- 
ment be given out for  publica- 
tion, and, that the persons pres- 
ent pledge themselves to silence, but 
when the oath had been administered 
to all except Father Corrigan he refused 
to bind himself, claiming that as de- 
fendant in a trial of this importance he 
had aright to express his views and 
make known the result of the trial. 

Dr. Burtsell, in behalf of the defend- 
ant, objected to a trial before Dr. O’Con- 
nor on the ground that the latter, 
asa member of the Bishop’s household, 
was biased. After much discussion it 
Was agreed that Mgr. Doane, who is 
also a member of Wigger’s household, 
be appointed referee with O'Conner to 
hear the evidence of witnesses on 
Wednesday, and report to the regular 
court on Thursday. 

When the session concluded Father 
Corrigan expressed himself as greatly 
satished with the progress. This even- 
ing he gave out for publication a letter 
to Bishop Wigger, in which he refers to 
the latter’s various charges, etc. He 
says that in his letters he referred to 
the Newark German Congress as a 


body and not individuals, and he 
thinks as an American ‘priest he 
had perfect right to express 


his views on what seemed to him to be 
important asa national and religious 
question, and to resent the insult of- 
fered American prelates by ecclesias- 
tics who assembled in purely English- 
speaking dioceses and as a professedly 
foreignelement. it was they who should 
have been called upon to apologize. 
There was offense’ intended 
for the Bishop personally, and if any 
soreness was manifested it was in con- 
sequence of the Bishop's official connec- 
tion with that foreign organization over 
which he presides every year outside 
of his own diocese to the humiliation of 
his flock, for it is well known that this 
organization has manifested an anti- 
American spirit on many occasions, 
and caused bad blood wherever it held 
meetings. 

Father Corrigan says be did not in- 
tend any disrespect to the Bishop, and 
refrained from replying even when the 
papers represented the Bishop as speak- 
ing of him as a ‘‘crank.’’ If, 
in discharge of what he deemed 
hfs honest duty to country and 
church, he occasioned annoyance 
by inadvertence or heat of ex- 
pression, he regrets it. He is per- 
fectly willing to let the matter drop, 
and hopes the Bishop may be pleased to 
look at it in the same light.

The statement is pub- 
lished this morning to the effect that 
there is a serious question whether the 
Weaver electors in this State were le- 
gally chosen for the reason that 20,000 
Democrats who voted for them and 
gave them a majority voted a ticket 
headed ‘‘Democratic Ticket.’’ If this 
point is sustained it would give the Har- 
rison electors a majority. 

The Populist leaders here were inter- 
viewed on the subject this morning and 
scouted the idea. They say that these 
electors were as much Democratic 
electors as Weaver electors, having 
been regularly nominated by Demo- 
crats; that people do not instruct elect- 
ors how they shall vote, and the fact 
that the Democratic ticket bore the 
names of Cleveland and Stevenson for 
President and Vice-President cuts no 
figure. The electors chosen, if they so 
desire, can vote for Cleveland and Stev- 
euson. 

The vote has been canvassed, and the 
only way to make the most 9f the mat- 
ter now would be by a court injunction. 


WORLD'S FAIR NOTES. 


Talk of Inviting Gladstone to Be Orator at 
the Opening. 

Caicaco, Dec. 12.—The Committee on 
Ceremonies of the World’s Fair is seri- 
ously considering the question of invit- 
ing Gladstone to be the orator of the 
day at the opening of the expecition in 
May next. 

To the Bay City Industrial Works of 
Michigan belongs the honor of being 
the first to install an actual exhibit at 
the World’s Fair. It consists of a com- 
plete electric transfer table, and the 
object of its construction at this 
early date is that it may assist jn the 
installation of heavy exhibits, which 
will later cover the floor of the trans- 
portation building. 

Sculptor R. H.. Park, of this city, 
completed a model in clay of Montana's 
silver statue to be exhibited to several 
thousand invited guests next Tuesday. 
Col. J. O. Harvey says that ail talk 
about actresses being asked’to pose and 
pay for the privilege related to the 
statue for Colorado, which project was 
afterward dropped. 


Nucteus of a Vast Library. | 

Cuaicaco, Dec. 12.—By the terms of 
an agreement just perfected the New. 
berry library will have oneof the most 
valuable libraries in America, and the 
nucleus of what will probably become 
one of the largest of its kindin the 
world. Secretary Hamilton, of the 
trustees of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, has announced that the New- 
berry library is to become the custodian 
of 8000 medical works belongiug to 
the association, which are now in the 
Smithsonian Institution at Washington, 
and it will also be the custodian of all 
additions. 


Accused of Drowning Two Men. 
(Va.,) Dec. 12. — Philip 
Nicholas is under arrest on charge of 
drowning James Mills and Judah Wil- 
kinson. All were farmers living on the 


same farm. Nicholas, a divorced man, 
is said to have a strong attachment for 
Mrs. Mills.

THE IDLE 


Rock Island Officials Continue to Make 
Light of the Strike. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Grand Chief Sargent, of 
the firemen, and Grand Chief Clark, of 
the conductors, were inthe city today 
conferring with Chief Ramsay, of the 
striking telegraphers. Ali three de- 
clined to talk at the conclusion of the 
conference. The strike on the Rock 
Island seems to have narrowed down to 
a question of endurance. Officials de- 
clare that there is no strike, and the 
operators say that in the end the road 
must come to terms. 

St. Josera (Mo.,) Dec. 12.—The strike 
of the telegraph operators on the Rock 
Isiand road assumed a more serious as- 
pect this morning, when the balance of 
the brotherhood men left their keys. 
The lines connecting with the Rock 
Island issued orders to take no perisha- 
ble freight from that road. 

Omana (Neb.,) Dec. 12.—The Order 
of Railroad Telegraphers has leased the 
Union Pacific Hotel and opened head- 
quarters for the striking operat- 
ors on the Rock Island. Other 
operators and new men who have 
fone to take the places of * the 
strikers. bnt who can be persuaded to 
quit, are given accommodations and 
board free and paid wages regularly. 
Anumber of operators have already 
taken advantage of the free hotel, and 
the men say more are coming. 


JAY GOULD’S WILL 


The Lengthy Document Presented for 
Probate in New York. 

New York, Dec. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A will containing 6000 
words and disposing of $72,000,000 
worth of property was filed for probate 
in Surrogate Ransom’s court this after- 
noon by Judge John F. Dillon. It was 
that of the late Jay Gould. Judge Dil- 
lon stated that the original document 
contained nothing new in addition to 
the facts already published. Probate 
Clerk Tierney at once issued citations 
to the heirs and next of kin for the 
probate of the will, which were made 
returnable the latter part of» this 
month. Affidayits of the executors, 
George J. Gould, Helen M. Gould, Ed- 
win and Howard Gould, were filed with 
the Probate Clerk, and show the value 
of real estate which Mr. Gould left in 
this State to be $2,000,000, and the 
value of personal property in the State 
left by him to be 70,000,000 


Bloody Affrays in Dixie. 

(S. C.,) Dec. 12.—A fearful 
tragedy occurred tonight at Aiken, a 
well-known winter resort. Thomas G. 
Lamar shot and killed Mayor R. A. 
Chaffee. Lamar, during the quarrel, 
was mortally wounded by Chaffee, and 
the report is that Marshal Robert Gas- 
ton was likewise fatally shot.

“National Brotherhood of Soldiers’’ 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 12.—Articles of 
association of the ‘National Brother- 
hood of Soldiers’’ were filed with the 
Secretary of Statetoday. The organ- 
ization is Democratic, and the subordi- 
nate branches are _to be schools of the 
Democracy. Both Unioa and Confeder- 
ate Democratic soldiers are eligible to 
membership, and in the event of the 
death of a member his oldest son, ifa 
voter, is eligible to the vacancy. Of 
the members of the national council, 
three are ex-Union soldiers and two are 
ex-Confederates. 


Robbers Raid & Grading Camp. 

CHEYENNE (Wyo.,) Dec. 12.— Last 
Monday night three masked men en- 
tered a grading camp on the Burlington 
road, nearthe Montana line, and or- 
dered the occupants to throw up their 
hands, atthe same time firing indis- 
criminately. Daniel Sullivan and A. J. 
Case were instantly killed, A. W. King 
was seriously wounded, and a boy had 
his wrist broken by a bullet. The rob- 
bers took $250 in cash from Case and 
several watches and asmall amount of 
money from other people, after which 
they escaped with a stolen horse.

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LABOR FEDERATION. 


The Angual Conyention Opened 
at Philadelphia.

Proceedings Begun With a Rabid 
Speech by John Swinton. 


Gompers Follows With a Review of 
the Labor Situation. 


He Denounces the Employment of Federal 
‘Troops and State Militia to Sup- 
press Outrages and Preserve 
the Peace. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Dec. 12.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The twelfth annual 
convention of the American Federation 
of Labor convened here today. The 
labor situation of the entire country is 
to be canvassed thoroughly, and steps 
looking to the reorganization of the en- 
tire mode of procedure in labor matters 
will be taken. 

President Gompers called the meet- 
ing to order. George Chance delivered 
an address of welcome in behalf-of the 
United Labor League. A committee on 
credentials was appointed, and the con- 
vention took a recess till afternoon. 

At the afternoon session the dele- 
gates were entertained for half an hour 
by John Swinton, the New York journal- 
ist, with a savage attackon ‘‘black- 
legging Pinkertonism and trickery.” . 

“The labor of the country,’’ he said, 
‘‘has been paid millions of dollars by 
this city which it would surely have 
lost without the help ‘of the striking 
brethren at different points.’ The 
speaker concluded with an appeal for 
union of all. labor organizations on fun- 
damental principles. |. 

The Committee on Credentials re- 
ported 801 delegates entitled to ad- 
mission, and the report was adopted. 

A resolution was introduced at the 
request of Typographical Union No. 16 
of Chicago, denouncing the proposed 
awarding of the contract forthe World's 
Fair catalogue to a non-union house and 
demanding that the work go to a union 
house. After considerable debate the 
resolution was somewhat modified and 


adopted. 


President Gompers read his annual 
report. He saidin part: 

Events have transpired in the field of la- 
bor during the last six months which have 
aroused public attention, because the inaci- 


dents connected with them were more or™ 


less of am unusual character. In these 
labor struggles the emplovers and corpo. 
rations simply made arequestand armed 
the forces of the State and United States at 
their bidding. At Cour d'Alene at the bid- 
ding of mine owners, United States troops 
were brought there and the men over- 
awed and subdued. The commander of the 
United States forces issued an order that 
any employer who would operate mines 
with union men would not be allowed. to 
continue work. A Usmited States judge 
issued an order prohibiting union miners 
from holding meetings. In other words, 
the constitutional right of free assemblage 
was violated by a United States judge and 
general of our army declaring and enforc- 
ing the edictthat an employer shall not 
carry on business because he dared not em- 
ploy union men. The actionof.the judge 
and officers of the United States was fia- 
grantly in Violation of law, andl believe 
it is our duty to demandthat the Con- 
gress of the United States institute an in- 
vestigation. . It is plainl 
military of our several States is now never 
utilized except for the purposes of ostenta- 
tious show or as an element ‘in labor strug- 
gies. Thereis not even a pretense that 
they should be what they were originally 
designed for. Instead of being: a popular 
organization in defense of homes and fire- 
sides, it has been deflected into a machive 
of monopolistic oppression against labor. 
Toilers need at this time to answer the bit- 
terness and vindictiveness of their oppress- 
ors with organization. 

With the object of financial aid in view, 
December 13 this year has been des- 
ignated as -‘Homestead day,;' and all are 
requested to contribute a portion of their 
earnings thatday. It is idle to say that 
because we were not eutirely successful in 
the enforcement of the eight-hour move- 
ment.in the past itis useless for us again 
to make an effort to establish a limitation 
of the daily hours of labor. 

There can. be no question but that unre- 
stricted immigration is working: great in- 
jury tothe people of-our country. Not- 
withstanding petitions and-our protest, 
Congress has practically closed the World's 
Fair upon the day most readily at the dis- 
position of workers. We should urge Con- 
gress to repeal this. 

Congress, some time ago, granted subsi- 
dies to the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, and incorporated a provision that 
seamen employed by the company should 
be American citizens. The company in 
question has since violated that provision 
of the law by employing Chinese sailors. 
I would recommend that the convention 
should enter its most emphatic proest 
against the supplanting of our American 
sailors by Chinese, and call upon the Presi- 
dent of the United States either to compel 


. the company in question to abide by the 


provisions of the law or withdraw the sub- 
sidies granted. 

In obedience to unanimously adopted in- 
structions, counter propositions to those 


~ submitted by the Knights of Labor were 


tran<emitted to the general officérs of that 
order. The officers’ answer was discourt-. 
eous and insolent. Since then we have 
heard nothing in reference to the subject 
matter. 

The report of Secretary Evans was 
then submitted.- Evans said that dur-

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THE COURTS. 


Decision by Judge Shaw in the 
Stephens-Serrano Case, 


The Court Declares That the Note is 
a Forgery. 


Suit Begun to Annul Mr. Campbell's 
Naturalization. 


—_ - — 


Several Divorces Granted—Work of the 
Federal Grand — Chinese 
Marder Trial Commenced— 
General Coart Notes. 


Judge Shaw rendered his decision 
yesterday morning in the appeal case 
of CC. Stevens vs. Maria de I. A. Ser- 
rano et al, ordering findings and judg- 
ment for the defendants therein for the 
reasons given in the following brief 
Opinion: 

In this case Ido not think itis necessary 
to determine on whom lies the burden of 
proving that the note sued” upon was al- 
tered subsequent to its execution. Conced 
ing thatthe burden is upon the defendants, 
to mv mind they have proven by a prepon 
derance ot the evidence 


that the note as 
originally executed was pavable ninety 
davs after date. and that It was sulbse- 


quentiv altered without the knowledge or 
consent of the defendant, so as to make it 
read as pavable one year after date. 

The story told by the witness, Mrs. Abila, 
in recard to the manner in which the eras- 
ure was made, does not bear the earmarks 
oftruth. Her own skill withthe knife in 
erasing the words, as shown by a trial in 
court, made it clear that she-was capable of 
doing the act. It is not at all probable that 
the witness Ontiveras, who has never had 
any experience in writing, has been brought 
up and resided on a farm, and does not ap- 
pear to be an expert in cierical pertorm- 
ances, would volunteer to make the eras- 
ure; and, moreover, it is evicent fronr the 
note itself thatthe erasure was skillfully 
made. No person without experience 
could haye made it without leaving greater 
traces upon the paper itself. ° 

Besides these inherent evidences, we 
have the positive testimony of the defen- 
dantand of the witness Ontiveras all of 
whom appear to be respectable and en- 
titled to credit, and to testify honestly and 
freely. much more so than Mrs. Abila or 
br. Brage., who contradict them. 

It being established, therefore, that the 
note asit stands isa forgery, I do not 
think it vefv material to determine the 
issue upon the question of duress, A 
forged note cannot be made the basis of an 
action, even in the hands of an innocent 
purchaser for value. Upon the question of 
iluress, however, the fact that the nete has 
been altered indicates such a 


degree of 
meral turpitude on the part of 


the pavee 


that lam inclined to give credit to. the 
statement of the makers of the note as to 
the circumstances under which it was 


stoned. . 
l, therefore, find that it was executed 
by means of a threatof imprisonment, and 
for that reason is vold as an instrument. 
Whetber such a defense can be made 
against an innocent purchaser for value is 
mot matcrial in this case, because the note 


being a forgery and having been made 
payable originally in. ninety days, the 
present plaintiff cannot be an innocent 
purchaser, because he 


purchased it long 
after the nirety days had expired. 
DIVORCE BUSINESS. 

Mrs. Mary Balshaw was granted a de- 
cree by Judge Van Dyke yesterday 
afternoon divorcing her from William 
Balshaw, a carpenter, upon the grounds 
of cruelty, intemperance, desertion and 
failure to provide, by default.

Inthe same court Mrs. Ella R. Jen- 
nings applied for and was granted a de- 
cree divorcing her from A, H. Jennings, 
upon the ground of wilful desertion, by 
default. 
rhe complaint inthe suit instituted 
by Mrs. Brunsoh to obtain a divorce 
trom her husband, Anson Brunson, Esq., 
was filed with the County Clerk, by 
whom it was assigned to Department 
Five, at a late hour yesterday after- 
noon, but there were no new develop- 
ments. 


TO DECLARE CAMPRELL’S NATURALIZATION 


VOID. 

A Sensation was created in political 
cireles yesterday afternoon by the an- 
nouncement that an action had been 
commenced in the Superior Court to 
cancel the naturalization and registra- 
tion of George W. Campbell, who was 
recently elected Councilman from the 
Ninth Ward, upon the ground that both 
were illegaland void. 

The complaint in this action, which 
is entitled fb. E. Shaffer vs. T. H. Ward, 


County Clerk, ete., and G. W. Camp- 
bell, alleges, upon information § and 
belief, that on October 20, 1887, 
the defendant, George W. Camp- 
bell, who was then a citizen of 
the Dominion of Canada, appeared 
before County Clerk Ward and de- 


clared his intention to become a citi- 
zen of the United States, stating that 
he had resided here ‘since November 
14, 2886. That on July 30, 1890, he 
falsely deceived the Superior Court and 
procured an order of naturalization, by 
means of these representations, when 
in tact he had only resided here three 
years andeight months. That he had 
subsequently induced the defendant, 
Ward, to place his name upon the Great 
Register. That by reason of the facts 
set forth both the order of naturaliza- 
tion and registration were illegal, but 
that County Clerk Ward, when requested 
to cancel the same, refused to do so. 
Plaintiff therefore prays that the same 
be cancelled by order of the court. 
AIMUDGED INSANE. 

John Cufhield, an Irish laborer, 45 
vears of age, was duly ad judged insane 
by Judge Shaw yesterday, in accordance 
with the recommendation of Drs. Moore 
and Wernigk, the commissioners ap- 
pointed for the purpose of examining 
the patient, and committed to the State 
Asylum at Agnews. Cufhield, who im- 
agines that he is married to the Virgin 
Mary, has recently evinced a _ suicidal 
tendency; and it is to prevent him from 
doing himself injury that he has been 
placed under constraint. 

Miss Carrie Nalm, the young woman 
who. recently attempted suicide by 
drowning at Westlake Park. was also

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The City Counell Meets in Regular 


Alameda County Republicans Visit the 
Town—Various Items of Local Inter. 
est—Personal Notes and 
Brevities,

The City Council met yesterday after- 
noon in regular session and a cold room. 
President Weed presided, and all the trus- 
tees were present. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 

A petition was presented, signed by 
seventy property owners and residents, 
asking that Colorado street be widened 
fifteen feet between Raymond avenue and 
the Santa Fé Railroad depot, so that the 
south line will correspond with» that east 
of said tracks. The petition sets forth in 
part that “this abrupt change in the strect 
line is a bad disfigurement, and will neces 
sitate a short turn in the sidewalk when- 
ever one shall be constructed at that place. 
Such a crook in the sidewalk in the middle 
of the block is a blot upon the street that 
ought not to be tolerated. The only build- 
ing now in the way of straightening the 
street is a frame livery stable, standing on 
the corner of Colorado street and Raymond 
avenue, and that can be moved back out of 
the way at a comparatively small cost, but 


_ should the street remain long in its present 


condition and until valuable’ brick 
or other permanent structures shall be 
erected on that part of it, the expense of 
straightening will be greatly increased.” 
The petition asks that an ordinance be 
assed necessitating the desired change. 
The matter was referred to the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys. 

A communication was read from L. C. 
Torrence, of the electric light company, 
with reference to a rebate of $21.50 
claimed by the city on the November bill 
for lighting the streets. The communica. 
tion set forth that all of the lights had 
been kept going the required number of 
nights. The city’s claim ts that some of 
the lights were not kept going. burning 
full time, and that $21.50 represents the 
aggregate amount of such loss. The clerk 
was instructed to notify Mr. Torrance to 
this effect. 

The Committee on Auditing and Finance 
recommended the payment of bills to the 


amount of $3624.27, of which $3446.60 is. 


drawn from the general fund, $11.75 
from the sewer fund, and $165.92 from 
the library fund. The report was ap- 
proved. 

Delia Curtis was granted a rebate of $3.39 
on taxes. 

A resolution of intention was pro. 
viding tor the grading, curbing and gutter- 
ing of North Los Angeles avenue between 
Villa street and the Santa Fé tracks. 

A petition was read signed by several 
property owners on South Marengo avenue, 
setting forth that this thoroughfare is well 
supplied with cement sidewalks as far 
south as Glendale street, with the excep-- 
tion of about two hundred feet on the west 
side immediately north of Mrs. Mary Mc- 
Gee's residence, and asking Council to or- 
der that this gap be filled by a cement 
walk to correspond with the rest of the 
‘street. The matter was referred to the 
City Attorney. 

An ordinance was passed establishing the 
grade of Carlton avenue. 

City Engineer Sedwick reported that he 
had found tbe gutter work on California 
street to be done ina good and substantial 
manner. The réport was referred back. 

Chiet Turbett of the Fire Department 
submitted his reporttor November. There 
was a practice drillon the 10th, and four 
alarms were responded to during the 
montp. 

The report of City Treasurer Masters for 
the quarter ending November 30, was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Auditing and 
Finance without reading. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Complaints About Chinese Opium 
Joints in San Bernardino. 


Collision Between a Motor Train and a 
Mule Team Near Riverside — An 
Ordinance to Protect Shade 
Trees—Mrevities. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

Not least among the burdens and sins 
which this city has to bear is the presence 
ofalarge number of Chinese congregated 
principally in one portion of the city desig- 
nated as Chinatown, where are operated 
the opium hellsso familiar to such quar 
ters in the larger Pacific Coast cities. Most 
people ate content to curse the presence of 
the Chinaman solely from the point of view 
ofa laborer who finds in the Celestial a 
competitor wits whonrehe can scarcely 
cope, because of thelow standard of living 
by which he exists. But developments here 
within the past few days have had the ef- 
fect of opening the eyes of the masses toa 


danger they did not suspect, the evil 
results of which vividly por- 
traved -in the example of a young 


man by tne name of Clarence Ingham, who 
lives with his parents on a fine ranch at 
Highiand. The family is one of considera- 
ble means, and upon the fruit ranches a 
number of Chinamen were employed. Clar- 
ence was a bright young fellow, apt at 


learning the Chinese language, and unfor- 4 


tunately apt at learning the habits of the 
beings with which he was thrown, more or 
less, about the ranch work. The Chinese 
brought him to San Bernardino, introduced 
him into the mysteries of Chinatown, and 
the opium den soon became his lounging- 
piace. The opium habit soon fastened its 
relentless grasp upon him: his mind has 
become weakened, his eye listless and his 
face haggard, and his family have been 
driven almost to despair. He was sent to 
Riverside to attehd the Keeley cure, but 
ran away before he could be given a 
course of treatment. and found his 
way to the hell holes of this blasting region 
of the city. Efforts will be made to rescue 
the mind of the young man before it drifts 
beyond recovery, by sending him toan asy- 
lum from which he cannot escape tothe 
opium dens. The case of young Ingham is 
but an example of others said to be rapidly 
approaching the same sad condition, and 
of many addicted tothe opium habit, but 
still able to control their appetite to some 
degree. It is no wonder that attempts are 
made to burn Chinatown.

Lemon Curing. 

From a recent number of the River- 
side Press we extrdct the following, 
written by bk. W. Holmes,. who gives 
the methods practiced by Daniel H. 
Banham, a@ell-known lemon grotver of 
Riverside 

“The lemons were picked from the 
trees in November and later. as soon as 
they were large enough, and while still 
unchanged in color. Many at that time 
were still entirely green. Without 
waiting for the sweating or shrinking, 
as many do, Mr. Burnham immediately 
wrapped them. He lined his picking 
boxes with manilla paper, and, after 
putting in alayer of wrapped lemons, 
laid a sheet of maniila paper over them, 
and so continued until the box was 
filled. The ends and top were also cov- 
ered with paper of the same kind. 
These boxes were then stacked fourteen 
high in a large shed, one side of which 
is entirely open, the building being 
shaded by large trees. There these 
have remained untouched all during the 
winter until opened for packing at the 
end ofthe seven months. Strange to 
sav, there was not a loss of 3 per cent. 
of the fruit of the earlier picking, and 
not over 5 per cent. of the latter. The 
lemons when opened were all changed 
to a beautiful lemon color, and, as we 
have said, were the firmest of any long- 
cured lemons we have examined. The 
only ones notupto the general stan- 
dard of excellence were those inthe top 
boxes. which were, in some cases, 
slightly shriveled.

Poultry-house Fixtures. 
{The Fanciers’ Monthly.! 
Perches should not be more than 
three feet from the ground, and should 
bo on a level and about six inches above 
the roost platform, which catches the 
droppings. The perches should always 
be made movable, so that they may be 
easily taken out. and cleaned. Use 
strips about two ortwo and one-half 
inches wide, and have the upper edges 
beveled. Itisa mistake to have the 
roosts several feet above ground, as 
fowls are liable to get the bumble foot, 
by injuring their feet on fiying down 
from the perches. 
THE NEST BOXES. 
Of course hens willlay in any scrt of 
a box, but ‘any sort of a box’’ is one of 
the kind that is never cleaned and is in- 
fested with lice the first of anything in 
the hennery. Nests should be movable 
as well as the perches, and, in fact, 
about everything else in the building. 
We have in each 10x10 foot pen twelve 
nest boxes situated in two tiers of six 
each, one above the other, and made in 
two sections of six nests each, three 
above aud three below. These are 
easily removed. They are so situated 
astomake it convenient to take the 
eggs from the side of the nest boxes to- 
ward the passage-way to the house.

RESTORED LANDS. 


The Southern Pacifie Will Have 
to Give Up 


One and One-half Million Acres to 
‘Public Domain. 


by the Supreme Court. 


The Ratiroad Company Can Not Hold the 
Odd Nambered Sections of Land— 
A Prospective Boom for 
Settlers. 


A private dispatch, received from 
Washington yesterday by Attorney 
Joseph H. Cali, brought the first infor- 
mination regarding a Supreme Court de- 
cision that is of Breat importance here. 
The dispatch said little, but it meant 
much, and, as soon as its purport be- 
came known among the lawyers, a mild 
sensation was created. It simply said: 
Decrees in Southern Pacific cases re- 
versed and causes remanded, with instruc- 


tions to enter decrees for the Government 
for the relief sought. 


To the uninitiated reader the mean- 
ing of this is not clear; but the little

The opening of all these lands to set- 
tlement under the United States laws 
will doubtless attract a great immigra- 
tion from all perts of the United States 
and give a new impetus to the develop- 
ment of this favored land. Mr. Call's 
victory for the people is complete. 

Col. G. W. Merrill also filed a brief in 
the suits, arguing the case in behalf of 
certain settlers. and he comes in for a 
share of che credit of the victory. 

BY A MAJORITY DECISION, 

The following Associated Press dis-' 
patch from Washington. received yes- 
terday afternoon, confirms the first in- 
formation and gives additional details: 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The United 
State}Supreme Court by a majority deci- 
sion today reversed the judgment of the 
Circuit Court of the United States for 
the Southern District of California, 
and decided against the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company in ‘four of 
the suits brought against it by the United 
States to quiet title to valuable lands lying 
between tne Colorado River and the Pa- 
cifle Ocean. These lands are in Southern 
California. They are now much sought 
after, and are .said to be worth several 
million dollars, and were claimed by the 
Southern Pacific by virtue of a land grant 
made to it by Congress.) The cases have 
been before the court some time. They 
were argued at the last term, but the 
court was so equally divided on the merfits 
of the questions thas involved, it was or-

dispatch meant that the Southern Pa- 
cific Company had received, from the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
the hardest blowit has probably ever 
suffered, and, in consequence, the pub- 
lic will reap a benefit which is almost 
incalculable. 
There were four cases brought bythe 
United States by Joseph H. Call, special 
counsel in the United States Circuit 
Court, Southern District of California. 
These suits were brought as test cases 
to determine thetitle of one anda half 
million acres of land within the limits 
ofthe grant to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company by the act of Con- 
gress of March 3, 1871, which were 
Overlapped by the grant to the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad by 
the act of Congress of July 
27, 1866, primary and iidemnity 
limits. After protracted proceedings in 
the United States Circuit Court, a final 
trial was had in each suit, in which the 
judges of the Circuit Court, by Judge 
Sawyer, entered final decrees against 
the United States ir. each case, and 
from all those decrees appeals were 
taken to the Supreme Court of the 
United States by Mr. Call as special 
counsel for the Government. The Su- 
preme Court of the United States has 
now reversed each of those decisions 
of the Circuit Court and remanded the 
cause, with instructions to enter de- 
crees for the United States. 
The lands involved in these suits,. 
heretofore claimed by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, are the odd numbered 
sections not previously granted by the 
United States in the territory bounded 
substantially as follows: On the north 
by a line drawn east and west through 
Lancaster; on the east by a line drawn 
north and south through the Cajon Pass, 
north of San Bernardino; on the south 
by a line drawn from Santa Monica to 
Colton, and on the west by a line drawn 
north and south through Santa Paula. 
The effect of this dec’sion, as under- 
stood by counsel, is to restore all these 
odd-numbered se€tions to the public do- 
main, saving the rights of bona fide 
purchasers, who will be entitled to pro- 
cure patents. from the United States 
The lands 
involved embrace a large part of the 
oil territory in Ventura county and 
around Newhall, as well as many thou- 
sands of acres of agricultural lands. 
The National Reserve, lately estab- 
lished by the United States Govern- 
ment, embracing the Sierra Madre 
range of mountains, was heretofore, in 
a great measure, ineffectual, because 
the Government was suvposed to own 


only the even-numbered sections within 


dered the cases be reargued and set for 
special date. 
The decision of the court, rendered by 
Judge Brewer, is squarely against the com- 
any on both points before the court, and 
eprivesitof title in the lands. The two 
questions before the court were whether or 


not the Southern Pacific Company was en- |. 


titled to lands within the granted limits ar 
to lands within the indemnity limits of the 
Atlantic and Pacitic Railway Company. 
Maps of the definite location of the two 
roads are conflicting. 

The court ruled the grants to these lands 
were attached to the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railway Company, and that the road never 
having been constructed west of the Colo- 
rado River, the lands became part of the 
public domain and open to settlers. 

Justices Field and Gray dissented.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Canvass of the Election Returns 
Finally Completed. 


Eneouragment Given a Proposed 
Packing House Company. 


A New Garbage Contract Prepared 
by the Health Officer. 


The Smelter Proposition Discassed at 
Lengih Pro and Con—A General 
Expression of Opinion on 
Both Sider, 


All the members of the City Council 
were in their seats yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock when President Bonsall 
called the meeting to order. 

As there were-miny parties present 
interested in the matter of the location 
of a smelter inside the city limits, and, 
as it was plain that the Council could 
not take up the same before the after- 
noon session, Councilman Summerland 
moved that the time for its considera- 
tion be set for 2660 o’clock, which mo- 
tion was carried. 

AGAINST OPENING INGRATIAM STRFET. 

The property-holders on the two ex- 
treme blocks of Ingraham street sent in 
a protest against the opening of the said 
street, giving as reasons that the bene- 
fits would not be equal to the costs or 
tax levy. Sheldon Borden appeared 
for the protestants, and upon his repre- 
sentation the matter was again referred 
to the Board of Public Works for fur- 
ther investigation. 

The Street Superintendent recom- 
mended that the contractor on Soto 
street be granted an extension of time 
for the completion of street work, and 
asked permission to sell two loads of 
old bridge timber at 82 per load. The 
recommendation was adopted and the 
request granted. 

A NEW PACKING ESTABLISHMENT. 

A petition from the Cudahy Packing 
Company was received, signifying their 
intention of opening a large packing- 
house in the city, having a capacity of 
500 hogs and fiftv cattle a day, and 
employing 400 men, providing that 
certain ordinances be changed relative 
to slaughtering. 

A representative of the company, W. 
H. Maurice, stated for the information’ 
of the Council that the modern methods 
of packing did away with any nuisances 
that might be thought to arise, and that 
the industry would not only be a benefit 
to the city generally, but raise the 
price of such products. 

Councilman Rees moved that the pe- 
tition be granted, and an amended ordi- 
nance be prepared. 

A counter motion was made by Coun- 
cilman Summerland to refer to the 
Board of Public Works, when Council- 
man Tufts arose in support of Council- 
man Rees’s motion. 

Councilman Nickell thought that new 
industries should be encouraged, “but 
hasty action should not be taken with- 
out first referring the matter to a com- 
mittee for investigation. 

The motion to refer to the Board of 
Pubiic Works was lost by a vote of 5 to 
4, when the motion forthe granting of 
the petition and drawing up an amended 
ordinance prevailed, a a committee 
appointed to act upon the matter, the 
same to be the special order for 2 
o'clock on Monday next. 

GUARD FOR THE CHAIN GANG. 

In regard tothe removal of the ball 
and chain from the city prisoners, 
which was ordered some time ago, Coun- 
cilman Summerland moved that the 
City Attorney be instructed to prepare 
an ordinance providing for the appoint- 
ment of a mounted chain-gang guard to 
be on duty whenever the order should 
be put into effect. 

A vote'finally ordered the matter re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee. 

The Finance Committee _ reported, 
recommending the return of certain 
overcharged taxes, in the amount of 
$s, and approving the various demands, 
including those of the election ex- 
penses. The report was adopted and 
approved with the customary references. 

Requisitions were favorably reported 
upon by the Supply Committee and ap- 
proved by the Council. ; 


SPECIFICATIONS FOR A GARBAGE CONTRACT. 
The Health Officer, to whom was re- 
ferred the matter of drawing up a new 


garbage contract, offered the same, 
which was referred to the Board of 
Public Works. The report is as follows: 


In response to your instructions to your 
Health Officer for the preparation and pre- 
sentation to you of specifications for a new 
garbage contract I have to report: 

The present crematory has given good 
satisfaction in its operation and has caused 
the minimum of nuisance which the collec- 
tion and disposal of such a mass of offensive 
material naturally causes. The method of 
burning the garbage is undoubtedly the 
only one which for us is both reasonably 
cheap andeffective. The contract as it now 
stands is, however, far from satisfactory 
to us, as it does not provide for sufti- 
ciently frequent removals of the garbage. 
and does not specify in what character of 
vehicle it shall be removed. 

Disputes have also arisen sometimes as to 
what we intend to include in the term gar- 
bage. The people and the health depart- 
ment have occasionally differed with the 
contractor as to what material he is called 
upon to remove under the existing contract. 
This difficulty arose through the elastic 
detinition of ‘‘garbage’’ by a former Street 
Superintendent when the city itself cared 
forthe garbage. The definition, though 
itself distinctively correct, does not cover 
the needs and wishes of the department of 
health as to the substances to be taken care 
of and removed undersuchacontract. We 
have therefore defined garbage as we wish 
it understood by the contractor and the 
Council under these specifications. It is 
also recommended that the contract shail 
include the disposal of all dead animals by 
the same process, that of cremation. The 
following are the specifications: 

First—Whenever usedin this contract, 
the term ‘vegetable garbage”’ shali be held 
to mean kitchen - vegetable refuse or mat- 
ter unmixed with ashes or other refuse 
matter that cannot be burned. The term 
‘animal garbage"’ or ‘‘offal'’ shall be held 
to mean soap-grease from  bearding- 
houses, hotels and restaurants. The term 
‘‘carcasses’’ and *‘dead animals’ shall be 
held to mean animals dying from disease, 
accident, or which have been killed pursu- 
ant to the order of the County Veterisary 
Surgeon, and not toinclude any animal 
which may have been slaughtered for hu- 
man food. The term shall be held 
to mean liquid refuse from the kitchen, 
and is not included in this contract. 

Second—The individual or company ré. 
ceiving the award of this contract shall be 
required togather and remove tothe crema- 
tory, and there burn all animaland veget- 
able garbage, notswill, from all’ private 


dwellings, boarding-houses, hotels, res- 
taurants ana saloons in that pertion of the 
city bounded according to lines fixed by 


the Council, at least twice a week. 
Third—This garbage must be removed in 
wagons having wrought iron beds, and of 
a tvpe or model to be specified and de. 
scribed in this contract. These wagons 


must be kept outside of the built-up por- 


tions of the city and be thoroughly cleaned 
every day. 

Fourth—The City Council shall specify 
the character of ‘the receptacies for gar- 
age and ashes, and the places where these 
receptacies shall be kept. removed from 
and replaced by the contractor. 


Fifth—Vegetable and animal garbage 


| Must be delivered to the contractor un- 


Mixed with ashes or other refuse matter 
Which cannot be burned. 

Sixth—Ashes and tin cans, when placed 
in proper receptacies and unmixed with 
ashes oc other refuse, shall be removed by 
the contractor without extra charge, and 
may be used to All low Tands 

Seventh—The contractor «hal receive at 
his crematofy and burn without extra 
charge the combustible refuse, animal and 
vegetable, from the markets, manure rea: 
sorably dry, trimmings of trees and all 
Waste papers and store sweepings. 

Kighth—The contractor shall furnish, 
Outside of the city limits or in such portion 
of the city as the Counci! may approve, but 
inno case within the built-up portions, a 
dumping ground where such refuse mate- 
rial. animal,,vegetable or mineral, the dis- 
position of which is not provided for in the 
preceding clauses of these specifications, 
shail be received and cared for in a man- 
neras unobjectionabie as possible to the 
Senses of sight and smell, and under the 
direction andto the satisfaction of the 
Board of Health. 

Ninth—Wids for the contract to state the 
gross sum for which the work required in 
these specifications willbe done. The term 
of contract to be for three years. 

REPORTS AND MISCELLANY. 

The various clauses embedi n the 
report of the Board of Pdblic Works, 
as heretofore published, were adapted 
and referred in particular imgahee, 
with few changes. 

The Board of Education petitioned 
for a loan of $20,000 for school pur- 
poses, salaries, etc. Keferred to 
Finance Committee. 

The City Engineer presented a final 
ordinance establishing the grade of 
Burlington avenue between Eleventh 
and Twelfth streets, which passed 
under suspension of rules. 

In regard to protests against the fur- 
ther paving of Aliso, that offictal re- 
ported that the protestants represented 
a majority of the property owners, and 
upon that showing the proccedings 
were ordered abandoned. 

Further, that on the petition of D. 
Freeman and others, asking that a con- 
duit be put in at the junction of Spring 
and Sixth streets, he recommended that 
the pavement and gutter at the south- 
west corner of such junction be lowered 
to secure the mecessary result RKe- 
ferred to Street Superintendent. 

The petition of Humphrey & Dean 
asking that obstructions oe removed 
from certain streets in the Throop 
tract, was referred to the Street Super- 
intendent iu conjunction With the City 
Attorney. 

ORDINANCES OF INTENTION. 

Ondinances of intention to sidewalk 
certain portions of Second, Fifth, 
Winston, Franklin and Los Angeles 
streets went over for another week for 
action. Others, providing for like work 
on Santee street, between Eleventh and 
Twelfth, and on Bridge street, were 
passed under suspension of the rules. 

Councilman Innes called up the matter 
of the petition of the Southern Pacific 
Company for permission to lay a double 
track on Alameda street. but no action 
was taken, the Council agreeing to visit 
the place on Wednesday to investigate 
the advisability of granting the petition, 
pending the decision of the City Attor- 
ney on the legal aspects of the questions 
involved. 

The motion of Councilman McGarry 
to instruct the Street Superintendent 
to effect certain repairs in street work 
was referred to the Board of Public 
Works, as was also that of Councilinan 
Nickell on crosswalks. . 

A recess was then taken until 2 p.m.

He 
thought that thé prejudice that would 
be created against Los Angeles asa 
place of residence by the Eastern press 
would offset any alvantages that would 
result from its erection, and he thought 
the Council should go slow in the mat. 
ter. 

A letter was also read from Richard 
Gird tothe effect that smelters were 
objectionable, and that it was not de- 
sirable to have them in thickly settled 
localities, giving his reasons at some 
length. 

G. R. Browning of Bovie Heights also 
spoke in opposition tosmelters. and was 
followed by F. M. Mooney, who said he 
had worked adjacent ‘to a smelter in 
Omaha for years, and had never heard 
ofany complaints regarding it, nor had 
he ever seen any bad results arising 
from it. 

M. G. McKoon said he had lived in 
cities where smelters were located and 
had never heard any more complaints 
aboit them than any other factory. 

A. J. Franklin, who constructed the 
smelter at Pioche, Nev., said that while 
there is no donbt but what had been 
said in regard to the deleterious effects 
ofsmelters wastrue as regards ordi- 
nary smelters, it did not apply to im- 
proved methods, which had removed 
the objectionable features. Mr. Frank- 
lin submitted plans of an improved 
smelter, which he left with the Coun- 
cil for examination. 

Judge T. R. Owen, late of Denver, 
Colo., but now located in this city, and 
interested in mining in both places, fol- 
lowed in an elaborate argument in favor 
of smelters, andinstanced the growth 
which had followed ‘the erection of 
smelters at various points. He did not 
think they were objectionable, but, on 
the coutrary, they were a positive ben- 
efitto an@city, andthe more of them 
the better, forthey are bound to at- 
tract capital and enhance the value of 
property. 

J. A. Donnell, Esq., representing the 
smelter company, then addressed the 
Council at length in advocacy of the 
enterprise. 

Councilman Tufts then moved that 
the ordinance granting the smelter the 
right totake water from the river be 
granted, but this motion. failed to re- 
ceive a second. 

Councilmen Nickell and McGarry 
thought the matter should be deferred 
at least fora week, until replies could 
be received from letters of inquiry that 
had been sent out.

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Last Night. 


The Reports of the Committees Pre- 
“sented and Adopted. 


Permanent Organization Effected and 
a FullList of Officers Elected. 


Proposed Amendments Suggested by the 
Committee on Laws Speeches 
J. tl. Murphey, T. W. Brother- 
ton and Others. 


The taxpayers of Los Angeles city 
and county have at last been aroused to 
the necéssity of curtailment in the line 
of expenses tor the maintenance of the 
public offices. 

For several weeks past committees 
composed or many well-known citizens 
have been hard at work formulating 
and marking out a course for the at- 
tainment of such ends as could be most 
sconomically pursued and with the best 
hopes of success. 

The mass-meeting held last evening 
in Turnverein Hall was not so largely at- 
tended as the cause would warrant/ 
though those who did attend were pre- 
pared for action and enthusiastic in 
their commendation and approval. 

A. D. Childers called the meeting to 
order, and stated that as Hon. L. J. 
Rose, the former presiding officer, was 
absent from the city, it would be neces- 
sary to choose a temporary officer to 
act in that capacity. 

T. D. Stimson was then nominated 
and unanimously elected as chairman. 

Mr. Stimson said, in his brief intro- 
ductory address, that it would be un- 
necessary for him to state the purpose 
for which the meeting had been called. 
The need of reform was too apparent 
to necd enlargement at his hands. 

Judge Silent, as chairman of 
General Committee, was then called 
upon for his report. The Judge said 
the committee appointed at the last 
meeting of taxpayers for the purpose 
of reporting a plan of organization, 
etc., upon its first meeting divided itself 
into a sub-committee uponthe plan of 
organization, composed of Messrs. T. D. 
Stimson, Abbott Kinney, J. S. Silau- 
son, Charles Forman and C. J. Griffith, 
which sub-committee, after due consid- 
eration of the subject, reported the re- 
sult of its deliberations as follows: 
REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE ON ORGANIZATION. 

Excessive and burdensome taxes have at- 
tracted the attention of the progressive 
citizens of Los Angeles to the character 
and condition of their city and county gov- 
ernment, and have torced upon us all the 
necessity of reform. 

We findthe bonded debt increasing: we 
find that the money thus borrowed is ex- 
pended upon such faulty and imperfect 
specitications that continual and costly 
changes are made in our public works, and 
that the carrving out of such specifications 
as are setforth is inadequately provided 
for. 

Our pavements give out prematurely. 
At beast one sewer is being rebuilt; most of 
our public works seem imperfect and are 
constantly being repaired or replaced. 

The whole of the people's business is 
upon an antiquated and a clumsy basis. 
Taxpayers crowd and jostie for hours to 
pay their contribution; dual work is done 
by dual officers; we have assessors, tax 
coliectors, treasurers and auditors in du- 
plicate. Upon the taxpayer falls this dou- 
ble expense, and his time is taken fora 
double trouble. 

The taxes of the city and county of Los 
Angeles amount to $1,588,721.59. 

The returns for this sacrifice of the citi- 
yvens are inadequate. Our buildings, pave- 
ments aud sewers have been made by spe. 
cial provision or by borrowed monty. 
What, then, becomes of these annual taxes’ 
Yoour shame as intelligent citizens we 
must confess that we do not know. But 
this we know—the cost of our local govern- 
. mentis too greatand the returns are too 
amall. 

This association declares its purpose to 
be the improvement and progress of the 
city and county. Its objection is to the 
waste and useless extravagance of the 
present system. 

All these conditions are a handicap to 
business, manufacture, commerce, and to 
all progress. The bright future of Los 
Angeles asa manufacturing and distribut- 
ing point should not be clouded by such 
conditions. 

The citizens and taxpayers, realizing the 
necessity of a reform, in a mass-meeting 
assembled, determined to organize so ‘that 
their hitherto disunited cry for relief and 
demand for remedy should by union re- 
ceive its realization. 

In pursuance of the order of the mass- 
meeting of taxpayers, the following organ. 
ization is proposed: 

The organization shall be known as The 
Citizens’ Non-partizah Reform Association. 
The officers shall be a president and forty 
vice-presidents. a treasurer and a secre. 
tary. These officers shall be elected for 
one year and shall serve until their success- 
ors are elected. The annual election shall 
be held upon the second Monday in Jan- 
uary. 

The president shall appoint an executive 
committee of seven, who shall serve for one 
vear, and the president, treasurer and sec. 
retary shall be ex-officio members of the 
Executive Committee. 

+ The duties of these officers shall be con- 
strued broadly, upon the lines customary 
in each case. 

' Members of this association shall pay an 
annual due of $5:in advance. 

This association shall be strictly non-par- 
tisan. 

All freehbolders in the city or county of 
Los Angeles, except an office-holder who 
receives a salary or fees, and his deputies 
and clerks, and except all candidates for 
such office, shall be eligible for membership 
in this association. 

Any member becoming a candidate for 
public office, or a public officer as above, 
shali thereby lose his membership in this 
association. But the Mayor ot the city of 
Los Angeles is excepted frém this disability. 

All applications for membership shail. 
however, be referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee, and shall tirst be approved by them. 

Any member of the Executive Commit- 
tee who shall be absent from a meeting of 
the Executive Committee for three succes. 
sive meetings without leave of absence. 
shall thereby be deemed to have resigned, 
and it shall be the immediate duty of the 
Executive Committee to fill the vacancy 
thus caused. 

The Executive Committee may appoint 
working committees from the body of this 
- association, and may employ help, collect 

orexpend money, send delegates to anv 
point inthis State, and generally nave 
power to do al! things necessary and 
proper for the attainment of the objects of 
this association. 

The objects of the Citizens’ Non-Partisan 
Reform Association are: To reduce the 
cost of our government and to increase its 
eMiciency, and finally to work out a solid 
foundation of principle upon which to con- 
stractacity andcounty government, and 
to work for such a government as will do 
away with the political machine, political 
cabal and political boss forever and place 
our local affairs in touch with the people. 

Its members pledge themselves to this 
high work with no personal or political ob- 
ject other than the general welfare andthe 
more rapid advancement of Los Angeles to 

the great commercial center of the 
Southwest. 

We recommend the following officers for 
the first year: President, T. D. Stimson: 
secretary, Holdridge O. Collins; treasurer. 
T. W. Brotherton: vice-presidents, Dan 
Freeman, William Lacy. William Banning, 
W. G. Kerckhoff, H. W. Hellman, J. A. Muir, 
J, M. Elliott, Charles Silent, John G. Dow- 
ney, R.S. Baker.

The foregoing report of the snb-commit. 
tee, after being carefully considered by 
the General Committee, was adopted, and 
we report the same tothe meeting of tax: 
payers tor its consideration, and recom- 
mend that it be adopted as the plan of or- 
ganization. 

We further appointeda law commitice, to 
whom were referred the matters of law per 
taining to the questions under considera 
tion, which committee was compused of 
Messrs. J. L. Murphey, G. W. Knox and H. 
0. Collins; which sub-committee, aftercare. 
fully considering the matters referred to it, 
reported as follows: 

REPORT OF LAW COMMITTEE. 

The undérsigned sub-committee, to whom 
were referred the matters of law pertain- 
ing to the consolidation of the duties of city 
and County Assessor, and City and County 
Tax Collector, and City and County Treas. 


urer, and who were further requested 
to suggest some feasible plan to accomplish 
that result, and also to suggest some 


cheaper mode of assessing and collecting 
public revenues, report as follows: 

We have considered the question dH 
amending the Los Angeles city charter so 
as to accomplish if possible this purpose, 
but find that, owing to the nearness of the 
next session of the State Leqislature, the 
shortness of its duration and the length of 
time required to perfect amendments, 
nothing could be accomplished during the 
coming session of the Legislature; neither 
can the desired changes be made entirely 
by amending the city charter, but general 
legisiation would also have to be resorted 
to. We believe that all thatit is now de- 
sired to undertake can be secured by a 
general law, to be followed by such changes 
in the State Constitution as may be neces. 
sary to cheapen and simplify the methods 
of collecting the public revenues. 

There seems to be, as far as we can 
observe, no constitutional objection to 
uniting the functions now exercised by the 
City and County Assessors, and other simi- 
lar officers, norto having the city and 
county revenues assessed, collected and 
disbursed by a single setof officers. We do 
not deem it wise, however. at the present 
time, to entirely abolish the office of City 
Treasurer, but believe that the offices of 
City Assessor and City Tax Collector can 
be entirely dispensed with. We recom- 
mend that a general law be framed and 
submitted to the next Legislature for 
adoption, providing thatany city or town 
within this State may, by a_ vote 
ot its people, or by a vote of its 
corporate Council or Trustees, avail itself 
of the provisions of the act: and when so 
availed of, itshall become the duty of the 
County Assessor, in assessing the property 
of the county, to assess it for both city and 
county purposes (excepting assessments for 
street improvements), and the property 
situated within the limits of a city or town 
to be listed in separate books with appro- 
priate headings, so as to permit the adding 
of the local municipal taxes. That all 
taxes be equalized by the County Board of 
Equalization, and that the local municipal- 
ities affected by the assessments be heard 
in the equalization thereof. That the taxes 
for city or local purposes be levied by the 
respective local authorities, and the County 
Auditor be required to carry out the local 
taxes in appropriate columns. 

That the office of County Tax Collector be 
abolished, and that all taxes be collected 
by the County Treasurer, and that the parc 
thereof belonging to the local municipali- 
ties be paid over to the local treasurers. 
That the expenses of the assessments, 
equalization and collection be borne by the 
cities and Counties in proportion to the 
amounts collected, or in some other equita- 
bie proportion. 

That when a city or town avails itself of 
the provisions of this law, that the ofices of 
the city or town assessor and collector shall 
become vacant atthe end of the term for 
which the then incumbent may be elected, 
and all local laws in conflict with this gen- 
eral law be either cepealed or suspended. 
We have not considered details, but con- 
sider that such radical changes will reuuice 
a careful amending of our present revenue 
laws, and the proposed enactment should 
be prepared with -care after full study of 
the situation’ 

We also consider the annual assessment 
of land to be entirely unnecessary, and that 
that part of the State Constitution which 
commands the Legislature to require by 
law the taxpayers to make an annual state- 
ment of real and personal property, should 
be amended, and a provision inserted leav- 
ing it to the Legislature to say how often 
assessments should be nade, and providing 
that assessments of land should not be 
made oftener than once in two years, and 
that the improvements and personal prop. 
erty be assessed annually. This would 
leave the Legislature the power to pre. 
scribe by law for the assessment of land as 
often as it would be deemed to be wise, but 
not oftener than once in two years. 

The constitutional amendment No. 14. 
voted for atthe last general election, if 
adopted, might modify our views above ex- 
pressed. Wehave no knowledge except 
newspaper report, as to whether this 
amendment was carried or not. This 
amendment provides for the mode of adopt- 
ing and amending city charters, and was 
proposed for the purpose of amending the 
Constitution in part by making a city char- 
ter, when adopted, the exclusive law 
upon that subject. Under the Con- 
stitution, as it now stands, our 
Supreme Court has held that the 
charter of a city may be superseded by a 
general law. The constitutional amend- 
ment voted on provides that the charter 
when adopted shall ‘supersede any exist- 
ing charter and all amendments thereof, 
and all laws inconsistent with such char- 
ter.’ This amendment is an enabling act 
toenable cities to frame an original or 
amended charter, and we find no provision 
in it which makes it retrospective or appli- 
cable to charters now in existence. If we 
are correct in this view, then it would only 
apply to such city charters as may be here- 
atter framed or amended, and the present 
charter of the city of Los Angeles, there- 
fore, would be subject to general law. 

This condition of our city charter would 
make a revision of it almost indispensable. 
If the constitutional amendment spoken of 
has been ratified by the people at the last 
election, it will throw a serious doubt upon 
the validity of all proceedings for street im.- 
provements which are now being conducted 
and which may be hereafter conducted 
under the general law. It may also be 
claimed thatit is not entirely clear that 
the amendment was not intended to apply 
to existing charters, and that the 
question, therefore, as to whether pro- 
ceedings for street improvements and street 
assessments should had under the 
charter, or under the general law, may be 
leftin doubt. Under these circumstances, 
it would be very desirable for the city of 
Los Angeles to avail itself of this new pro- 
vision of the Constitu.ion and frame a new 
charter by which most of the intended re- 
forms can be accomplished, and which will 
not be subject to changes by general laws. 

We recommend that immediate steps be 

ken,to amend thecity charter, in addi- 
fox to the changes which it is proposed to 


make by general laws. 


The foregoing report, after being consid- 
ered by the general committee, was 
adopted and is now made a part of our re- 
port, and we suggest that the recommenda- 
tions therein made be adopted by the meet. 
ing of taxpayers. 

In connection with the foregoing report 
of the sub-committee on matters of law, 
we recommend that the services of a com- 
petent attorney be at once secured for the 
purpose of preparing the necessary enact- 
ments to be submitted to the next Legisla- 
ture. The wark to be done in that respect 
is more than can be expected from a volun- 
teer committee. and will be more speedily 
and perfectly done by the employment of a 
competent attorney for that purpose, 

The committee further recommend that 
it can see no reason why the officer en- 
trusted with the collection of county taxes 
should not collect the same inthe different 
cities and townships throughout the county, 
as is done in all the counties of the State 
except San Francisco and Los Angeles. We 
deem, it a hardship for the citizens of 
Pomona. Santa Monica and other out. 
lving portions of this county to be obliged 
to pay the taxes in Los Angeles city; and 
we recommend, among other legislation to 
be asked for. that the law be so amended as 
to compel the officer entrusted with the col- 
lection of taxes to permit the taxpayers of 
the outlying cities and townships to pay the 
same within their own townships, as in 
other counties of the State. 

We also recommend that our Code of 
Civil Procedure be so amended as to permit 


courts to be beldin cities and. towns ether 
than the county seat, to render such regu- 
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lations as the Board of Supervisors may 
provide, and also favor the framing of a 
general law for the creation of new coun- 
ties by vote of the entire people of tire 
county to be divided. 

This committee is unanimously opposed 
to the dismemberment of Los Angeles 
county by the creation of new counties out 
of its territory, and we are especially 
opposed to the creation of the new county 
of Pomona, unless it be submitted to a vote 
of the people of the county and decided tn 
favor of such measure. The importance 
and supremacy of Los Angeles county in 
State and “general affairs can only be 


maintained by preserving the political in- 


tegrity of our territory 4s one govern- 
mental entity, and we appeal to the local 
patriotism#of our fellow-citizens living 
within the territory of the proposed county 
to join us in working out the united destiny 
and in developing the grand results of which 
Los Angeles county with its present terri- 
tory is susceptible. We feel convinced 
that we can procure such legislation as 
will remove the inconvenience in the pres. 
ent modes of transacting public business, 
and as will bring the officers and the peo- 
ple in closer contact. * 

We recommend the immediate holding of 
a public meeting of representative taxpay- 
ers from the entire county for the purpose 
of discussing and considering the practica- 
bility of adopting a consolidated or single 
government for the entire county. Sucha 
government has many features whieh de- 
serve careful consideration. The sim- 
plicity, convenience and economy of hav- 


ing a single set of oMfcers to collect the pub- 
lic 


revenues; the probable immunity 
from State interference; the power of 
local legisiation by a governing 
body selected from each locality in 
the manner of selecting city council- 
men, supervised by a general head, 


such asthe mayorof a city, are great ad- 
vantages. The disadvantages consist in 
the extent ofthe area to be governed, the 
possible diversity of interests of city and 
county, and the abolitionfof local town gov- 
erntinent. Itis believed by the advocates 
of this measure that all these objections 
are groundless, and that a system of con- 
solidated city and county government can 
be established which will be satisfactory 
to our people. We are all agreed that the 
present system is unsatisfactory, 
public discussion and consideration of the 
subject must result in a better understand- 
ing of it. 

We especially invite the artisan, laboring 
and working classes to céoperate with usin 
this movement. The wasting of public 
funds and the burden of taxation always 
falls heaviest upon him who supports him- 
self and family by hispersonal labor. This 
movement should result in increased em. 
ployment to the laboring classes. The 
money now wasted in supporting unmeces- 
sary officers and their deputies should be 
expended in improving our public highways, 
in the enlargement and beautification of 
our public parks, and in the creation of 
other like substantial public improvements, 
which add to our wealth and comfort. We 
are opposed to useless and idle officials, and 
insist that the taxpayer shall receive in re- 
turn an honest equivalent for every dollar 
of taxes paid in. 

In connection with the cost of assessing 
and collecting the public revenues the com- 
mittee finds that during the year 1891 the 
Assessor's office cost the county $31,- 
208.71; the Tax Collector's office, $24,- 
849.79, and the Treasurer's office, 
$4696.25. 

The Assessor's office of Los Angeles city 
for the same year cost, $9494.71, and the 
Collector's office, $10,340.81. (We have 
not the figures of the cost of the City Treas- 
urer’s office.) This makes a total of $80,- 
590.27. 

From figures which we have recetved for 
the present year the committee is Gonvinced 
that the cost of these offices will be largely 
increased for the year 1892. 

To this sum total there must be added for 
the present year also the cost of a county H. 
cense tax collector at asalary of $1800; with 
the expenses of his office added, and also the 
sum of about four thousand five hundred 


dollars, which the Assessor receives 
tor commissions on the collection of 
ll taxes, and from one thousand 


to fifteen hundred dollars which he re- 
ceives on the collections of personal prop. 
erty taxes, which will bring the sum total 
for the assessment and collection of our 
taxes for the county and for the city of 


Los Angeles in the neighborhoodvof ninety | 


thousand dollars. Tothis sum fMmust also 
be added the other local taxes which are 
assessed and levied in other towns and in 
the water districts throughout the county. 

Upon the plan of reorganization pro- 
posed, and by having our lands assessed 
but once in two or four years, the assess- 
ments all made by one officer, and all kinds 
of taxes collected by one collector, at least 
$50,000 per annum canbe saved to the 
people of the county. 

In this connection we also call attention 
to the exclusive emoluments which now at- 
tach to the County Assessor's office.\ He re- 
ceives a salary of $3600 per annum, and in 
addition thereto 15 per cent. of the poll tax 
collected, amounting to about $4500 per 
vear, and from $1000 to $1500 as 
a percentage upon the collection of per- 
sonal property taxes, which brings his sal. 
ary in the neighborhood of $10,000 per 
year. In addition to all this, he is pro- 
vided with ample quarters, and his light 
and fuel are paid. He is furnished a full 
staff of deputies to perform the labor, and 
is elected for four years. We consider such 
an enormous compensation for such an of- 
fice an indefensible outrage tpon the tax- 
payers of the county. 

The committee also recommends that 
steps be taken to procure the necessary 
legislation for the establishment of a sub- 
State treasury tor State depositories in 
Southern California. Nogood reason can 
be urged why the State money should be 
transported from Southern California, a 
distance ot about five hundred miles, to the 
State Capital, and returned again to pay 
disbursements to be made in Southern 
California; neither is it justice to the peo- 
ple of Southern California to oblige 
them tosend their tax* nfoney to Sacra. 
mento and have their demands against 
the State paidin that city. Southern Cal- 
ifornia now has several State institutions, 
including a branch Supreme Court, which 
require a large annual expenditure. Suf. 
ficient money, at least, to pay and. dis. 
charge these demands, should be kept in 
Southern California. and either a branch 
State Treasurer's office or proper deposi- 
tories for this purpose should be provided 
for. 

In joining this movement it is not our 
purpose or intention to sever nor to weaken 
our respective party or political aMiliations. 
This movement ts simply non-partisan and 
non-political, except so far as it*may be- 
come necessary to enter politics to accom- 
plish our purpose. We are, however, earn- 
estly opposed to bossism and the filling of 
our public offices with political office-seekers 
and political adventurers, who have no in- 
terestin the community beyond what they 
can make outofit. Weare opposed to all 
corrupt and unfair political methods. We 
arein favor of the honest and fair selec- 
tion of the best men for public places and 
the honest and economical administration 
of public affairs after election. We shall 
insist that in local, as well as in natiogal, 
affairs an office is a public trust, created 
for the public good, and shall not be 
filled solely for the personal gain of 
the incumbent. To this extent only will 
this organization have political tendencies, 
and to that end we propose that a sub-com- 
mittee be appointed to consider and report 
some substitute for the present system of 
party primaries, and such other means as 
may be necessary to accomplish the above 
purposes. 

The reading of the reports was greeted 
with applause, and, upon motion, they 
were unanimously adopted. 

MR. MURPHEY’S REMARKS. 

J. L. Murphey, on invitation, then 
took the floor to explain and offer a 
brief extension of the report submitted. 
The speaker said that the report was, 
in itself, very comprehensive, but he 
would offer a few thoughts occurring 
to him in the connection suggested. 
Even in the davs of °49, he thought, 
the brain of a miner who might have 
made hundreds, and even thousands, of 
dollars aday, could not have hatched 


out a more expensive plan for loose 
government than that exist- 
ence. 


Such a condition might possibly 
have been excusable during boom times, 
but those gilded days had long since 
passed andthe reality must be con- 
fronted that the people were support- 
ing an inordinantly extravagant evstem 
of official management. Other cities 
had better plans and carried them out 
effectively to their own betterment by 
reduction of taxation. Times changed. 
The ideas of ten years ago were not ap- 


and a 


plicable now, and the sooner te fact 
was appreciated the better. 

Another point worthy of considera- 
tion was the undoubted truth that the 
men senttothe Legislature were not 
alive to the duty they owed the people. 

A consolidated form of government, 
fashioned after the model furnished 
by San Francisco, would, however, 
not be the most advantageous 
to adopt for this section. Under the 
same existing law such a plan could not 
be followed out, for if the county and 
city of Los Angeles was so consolidated 
every little town within the boundaries 
would be obliged to gireeP its munici- 
pal franchises and look fo this city for 
every move of local improvement. The 
proper mode of procedure was to secure 
the passage of a general law providing 
for the holding of courts and the col- 
lection of township taxes in towns of 
considerable size throughout the county, 
doing away with the annoyance and red 
tape of mileage and other inconveni- 
ences. The legislators recently elected 
fromthe section, he was glad to say, 
were willing to aid the people and stood 
ready to use their best endeavors to se- 
cure the reforms desired. 

GENERAL DEBATE. 

T. W. Brotherton added briefly to Mr.” 
Maorphey’s remarks. He reviewed the 
plan for the collection of taxes now in 
vogue in Ohio, as being one much more 
preferable to that followed in Califor- 
nia atlarge and Los Angeles in partic- 
ular. It was strange that a person was 


required to meet two sets of officials 


whose duty was identical in the city of 
assessing the property. Why could not 
the figures used by one be also sufficient 
for the second? Why such a multiplic- 
ity of unnecessary functionaries? The 
work could all be done as easily by one 
man as by two. Then, too, the vast en- 
tanglement.of the realty recording sys- 
tems was a disgrace to an | 
community. In Ohio a man’s lot could 
be found entered on the Recorder’s 
books by a number, which became as 
familiar to one as his telephone numbor 
or the figures on the front ot his door, 
by which any entry could be turned to 
in a moment of time. As taxpayers, 
the questions were of vital moment and 
deserved immediate attention. 

G. J. Griffith offered some figures 
relative to the expenses entailed by the 
running of the six Superior Courts. He 
thought that further consideration 
would develop some feasible mode of 
procedure in economizing on that line. 

W. L. Graff followed with a short 
speech. He had had occasion recently 
to examine into national statistics and 
learned that many of the States of the 
Union supported their entire State 
government at a less cost than Los An- 
geles county was paying as expenses 
of the county government. Assess 
ments and records should be contiguous 
to each other and the cumbersome old 
forms done awav with. There was 
abundant latitude for correction of 
evils and it should be fully covered. 

One of the most striking arguments 
offered in favor of retrenchment was 
the comparison offered by Judge Silent 
of the figures representing the expenses 
of the county government of Los Ange- 
les and Alameda. With an assessment 
roll many thousands of dollars above 
Los Angeles and her tax money col- 
lected far greater, and about an equal 
volume of clerk and sheriff business, Al- 
ameda county last year paid for con- 
ducting the affairs of her Assessor’s of- 
tice $14,000; Tax Collector’s, 88000; 
County Clerk’s, $13,000 ; Sheriff's $15,- 
000; against Los Angeles county office 
expenses for Tax Collector, $24,849.79; 
Assessor, $31,208.71: Treasurer, 
$4696.25. The unproportionate dif 
ference being doubly apparent. - 

Capt. Simpson, R. N. Bulla, T. E. 
Gibbon and others addressed the meet- 
ing as it was brought to a close. 

The following were also appoirted as 
an executive committee of the future 
organization: G. J. Griffith, E. F. C, 
Klokke, Charles Forman, H. T. Hazard, 
Dan Freeman, Abbot Kinney and Harris 
Newmark. 

Just as the meeting adjourned to the 
callof the president, it was learned 
that many persons who had intended 
being present had gone to Armory Hall, 
thinking that the place agreed upon, a 
fact which accounted for the limited at- 
tendance. 


ARIZONA NEWS. 


Kid by No Means a Sample of Ari- 
zona Indians. 


Good Work Being Done on the Gila Bend 
 ©anal—Fine Building Stone—Ari-. 
zona >for One Fiesh Desir- 
ing to Be Made Twain. 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 

Tccson, Dec. 10.—Kid, the notorious 
renegade Indian of Southern Arizona, 
is by ne means to be regarded as a sam- 
ple Indian of Arizona. Neither need 
the world at large think that heis a 
factor of great danger in the Territory. 
He is a sort of human devil, who hap- 
pens to be an Indian, and through his 
misdeeds comes an impression that life 
and property in Arizona are in danger. 
Just in the slightest Cegree is that the 
case. The Kid and his band make the 
lone prospectors in the remote moun- 
tains feel uneasy, but there is about the 
limit. That Indians generally are dan- 
gerousto Arizona is nonsense. They 
are a nuisance, and sometimes steal a 
fat cow or two, but that's about all. 

As for Kid, his days are probably 
short. A former arrangement whereby 
the rascal may be pursued in either 
Mexico or Arizona, the soldiers on each 
side to actin codpertion, will end his 
common trick of getting across either 
border when pursued. 

A. rancker makes this offer, having 
tired of the failures of the soldiery to 
capture Kid: ‘Now I think the citi- 
zens of this and adjoining counties can, 
and should, raise and support a com- 
pany of twelve picked men and put 
them inthe field after this little band 
of redskins. To start the wheel roll- 
ing on this proposition, I will furnish 
one good man, pay him good wages, 
mount him, pay all his expenses and I 
will pay my part of any other expenses; 
in fact, I will do as much as anyone 
else inthis matter. . . . Now, how 
many, will come out and do as much as 
lam willing todo? Itwon’ttake many, 
and most likely our Sheriff will take 
some stock in the enterprise.”’ 

The University of Arizona will as- 
sume charge of the experiment station 
at Yuma, and will thoroughly test soils, 
fertilizers, vegetables and the like. 
Ten acres have been set apart for the 
purpose, donated by Mr. Blaisdell. 

Some samples of building stone re- 
cently sent down from the Bradshaw’s, 
are as fine as can be found in the United 
States. The grain is close and fine, 
and the stone very hard, so that water 
and exposure have little effect upon it. 
It is of a light-gravish color,and some- 
thing like lithographic stone. 

Mesa City will have a bank. Articles 
of incorporation have been recorded. 
The capital stock of the concern is 
$50,000, in 500 shares of $100 each. 

Says the Phoenix Herald: The great 
enterprise of Arizona, and more par- 
ticularly, the Salt and Lower Gila val- 
leys,'is the matter of water storage on 
the Salt and Verde rivers. The ex- 


pendituore of $1,000,000 in this enter- 
prise will develop $100,Q900,000 worth 
of property in the region named. 

Phoenix expects to have an electric 
street car line soon, to pierce the North 
Addition. 

The North and South railroad will be 
in Prescott on or about February 15. 

Engineers Perry and French of the 
Colorado Canal survey and their full 
force returned to town Wednesday from 
the egd of the line, says the Yuma 
Sentinel, thirty miles beyond the boun- 
dary line near Gardner's, on the old 
San Diego stage road. Their line 
reached the top of the mesa near 
Gardner's, crossitig it to the boundary 
line, and goes down the beautiful 
stretch of fertile lands on the Ameri- 
can side of the line. 

Arizona copper is valued by moulders 
and machinists above that of any other 
country, and we also have the second- 
best producing mine in the world. 

Artesian well-boring is in progress 
near Prescott. 

That Arizona cattle are not in a to- 
tally bad condition, is indicated by the 
following clipping: 

George W. Lang arrived in town 
Wednesday from his cattle camp near 
Indian Wells, where his cattle are fat 
and sleek. He said that there were 
not less than 15,000 head of cattle in 
that section of the great Colorado 
Valley, and yet not one-fourth of the 


area of the valley is occupied. Allison 


Bros. will put 5000 more cattle on 
the south side of the Hardie River. 

One of the largest storage reservoirs 
for irrigation purposes isin Arizona, 
says the Florence Tribune: It may not 
be generally known, but it is neverthe- 
less a fact, that Pinal ‘county possesses 
the only storage reservoirin Arizona. 
It lies about midway between Florence 
and Casa Grande, covers about 2000 
acres of land and holds 8,000,000,000 
gallons of water. It covers more 
ground and contains more water than 
any other reservoir in the United 
States. It surpasses in size and capac- 
ity any of the noted reservoirs in Cali- 


fornia, about which so much has been 
said and written. 
The Chiracahua Cattle Company 


shipped ten carloads of cows tothe Pan- 
handle country last week. - 

Arizona is a kind of Gretna Green for 
runaways desiring to be unmarried. 
The laws of Arizona are very favorable 
to the would-be-divorced, and every 
year sees many outsiders one flesh 
made twain. Says the Tombstone 
Prospector: The following divorce 
cases were disposed of during the last 
term of court, the plaintiff in each case 
being granted the divorce:

Gila Bend is the liveliest place in 
Arizona. The great canal enterprise 
there will be complete by February 1, 
and probably earlier. The dam work is 
making excellent progress. As tothe 
canal, it will be thirty-five miles long, 
thirty feet wide on the bottom, and 
carries eight feet of water. 

The Gila never goes dry, and there is 
no danger of the scarcity of water. 
Now, after a dry season, water is pien- 
tifa). . 

The land is fine and fertile, and most 
of it is already taken. It is Goverment 
lana, and is taken up by the settler, who 
purchases perpetual water rights of the 
ditch company for $15 an acre. It will 
grow everything of semi-tropical 
nature, and soon it will teem with grow- 
ing aifalfa, deciduous and citrus fruit, 
grain and vegetables. The cream of 
the land has been filedon. The settlers 
are principally from the vicinity of Pe- 
oria, [l)., and California, nearly all 
practical farmers. They come in on 
every train. 

A company of Riverside (Cal.) nurs- 
erymen have obtained 1000 acres of the 
land, which they will set out to orange 
trees, and sellin ten-acre tracts. They 
sell the tracts at once, with the under- 
standing that they areto care for the 
trees till 4 years old. 

Very covetous eyes are directed 
toward six miles square of land in the 
heart of this splendid region. Itis a 
Papago Indian reservation, on which a 
few nomadic Papagos live, caring little 
now for the valuable land, and of course 
doing nothing with it. Delegate Mark 
Smith will make efforts to have the 
township opened for settlement. 

Every train brings in homescekers. 

The hotels and restaurants are doing 
a rushing business. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE.

This will ne- 
cessitate the preparation of three ex- 
hibits of each article—one for the State 
building, one forthe district and one 
for the department—this last to com- 
pete with the world. The other two 
are merely advertising features.

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THE POLICE FORCE: 


Operations of the Department 
the Past Year. 


The Annual Report of Chief Glass 
to the Council. 


Recommendations for Increasing the 
Efficieney of the Force. 


More Men Needed, Both Patrolmen and 
Mounted Officers—The Suppression 
of Gambling and the Selling 
of Lettery Tickets 


The annual report of Chief of Police 
Glass was filed with the City Clerk yts- 
terday. Itisa lengthy document, and 
gives in detail the operations of the de- 
partment for the past year, besides 
containing a number of valuable sug- 


gestions for increasing the efficiency of 
the force. 


A substantial increase of the number 
of policemen is recommended to prop- 
erly patrol and protect the city, at least 
ten additional patrolmen six 
mounted officers being required. It is 
also recommended that only men phys- 
ically sound and between the ages of 
25 and 35 years be appointed on the 
force, and that they also be reasonably 
welleducated. Attention is specially 
directed te-the fact that the police of- 
ficers of Los Angeles receive less pay 
than in any othr cities of the Pacific 
Coast, and an increase in their compen- 
sation is recommended, especially in 
the case of the detectives, who should 
receive better pay, as this branch of 
the service compares favorably with 
any inthe country. The Chief thinks 
that to secure the best results the men 
should have the assurance of continu- 
ous employment daring good behavior, 
and also recommends the establishment 
of a “health fund,’’ to be drawn upon 
in case of sickness, and a ‘pension 
fund’’ to aid them when permanently 
disabled, the cases of Officers tes, 
Hare and Hensley being instanced to 
show the necessity for something of 
this kind. 

Uniformity of equipment is recom- 
mended, and it is urged that the cloth 
for uniforms be purchased by the city, 
and competent tailors employed to 
make the uniforms, also that the city 
fornish officers with a full regulation 
equipment, including a repeating rifle. 

Attention is called to the wretched 
condition of the City Prison and receiv- 
ing hospital, which are defective in 
‘every way, and have been condemned, 
and numerous suggestions are made for 
securing better results than are now 
obtainable. 

In regard to the Columbus day fire- 
works explosion, the Chief says: 

The discussion of this terrible accident 
gives me the opportunity to state that I be- 
lieve that the criminal carelessness and 
utter disregard for the welfare of others, 
thatis shown by many who explode fire- 
works in this city on every occasion when 
we haveacelebration, is unprecedented, 
and would not be permitted in other cities. 
The 2ist of October has shown us the 
deadly possibilities of this alleged play, 
and I believe that it should be stopped, and 
I recommend that your honorable body 
pass an ordinance absolutely prohibiting 
the discharge of fireworks in the streets of 
this city, and in all parts of the city, ex. 
cept upon some unimproved tract where 
damage to property would not be likely to 
result, and then only after the party who 
proposes to conduct the display has secured 
a permit, in writing, from the Chief of 
Police, who would then be certain to be 
advised of the extent of the proposed cele- 
bration, and able to give proper police 
su pervision. 


In regard to age and the selling 
of lottery tickets, the Chief says: 


Since my last report the laws in regard 
to gambling have been rigidly enforced, 
and there is not nowin this city, r has 
there been at any time in the ct year, 
any open or notorious playing any of 
the games prohibited by section 330 of the 
Penal Code of the State of California. 
Some parties opened a game in some of the 
rooms in the Phillips Block, on Spring 
street; and other parties opened a game of 
faro at No. 120 South Mainstreet. My 
officers succeeded in raiding both places, 
the former on two occasions, and every 
party found playing was convicted and 
tined $100, the fines aggregating $1000. 
Notices were at once served on the owners 
or renters of the property where the games 
were located that they would be prosecuted 
under section 331 of the code, if they per- 
mitted the gambling aftcr being notified, 
and the games were both broken up, the 
parties at No. 120 South Main street actu- 
ally selling out their furniture and fixtures 
at auction. 

My officers report to me that there are 
now but seven places in Chinatown in which 
fan-tan is everplayed, and I think thisa 
smaller number than in any year since 
Chinatown has contained 100 inhabitants. 
None ot these games are run openly, or 
regularly, but only occasionally, when the 
wily players think the officers cannot get 
atthem, and none ofthem are visited by 
other than Chinese players. To be per. 
fectly frank in regard to this matter, i will 
say thatI believe that there has always 
been more or less fan-tan playing in China- 
town, and that I believe there will be, un- 
less sufficient officers are stationed there to 
keep atalltimes @ll of the Chinamen in 
sight, which would be rather an expensive 
undertaking. The officers who have been 
stationed in Chinatown have done good and 
faithful work, and have, as nearly as pos- 
sible, prevented the Chinamen from gam- 
bling. 

Lottery gambling is the most difficult of 
allto eradicate. There are less Louisiana 
and Mexican lottery tickets sold in this city 
now than at the time of my last report, but 
the selling of Chinese lottery tickets has in- 
creased. The evidence necessary to make 
a conviction in these cases under the pres- 
ent law itis almost impossible to secure. 
We have in the year made forty-two ar. 
rests, but have succeeded in making but 
thirteen convictions. From advice that I 
have taken in regard to this matter,I am 
of the opinion that a law making the pos- 
session of a lottery ticket a misdemeanor 
would not be unconstitutional, and I re. 
spectfully suggest that your honorable body 
refer this matter tothe City Attorney for 
his careful consideration. If the Council 
can pass an ordinance making the possession 
of a lottery ticket a misdemeanor, and can 
give tothe officers the right to seize the 
tickets wherever found, and to the courts 
the power to order them destroyed, lottery 
ticket selling can be stopped. 

The number of pawnbrokers and other 
dealers in second-hand goods has increased 
since my last report, and there are now 
ninety-nine such places in this city, but 
they are subjected to a very close police 
surveillance, and we have recently arrested 
one who had stolen goods in his possession, 
which I think will have a good effect. 

The houses of prostitution and the num. 
ber of inmates thereof remain about the 
same as at the time of my last report. 

Wehave this year again had a large in- 
voice of Eastern and San Francisco thieves, 
but almost every one of those fellows who 
came here are now working for the State 
in San Quentin or Folsom, helped into 
their present situations by the Los Angeles 
police. 

In conclusion, the Chief says: 

Gentlemen of the Council, I wish to again 
call your attention to the fact’ mentioned 
in my lastreport- -tbat the police work of 
this city is now being done by the regular 
force. With the exception of the special 
officers empicyac at the time the regulars 
were taking tneir vacations, granted to 
them under the State law, there has been 
no employment of speciais, and on election 
days, legal holidaysand other such occa- 
sions, where formerly special officers were 
always appointed, the regular officers now 
do double duty, uancomplianingly. The 
werk has at times been very heavy, but the 
«-tcers have been faithful. and I can con. 


sclentiously say that “8 nave done re. 
markably well. 

In one respect our work has been light- 
ened, and made more pleasant; I feel that 
toagreater extent than ever before the 
work of the police has been understood and 
appreciated by the honorable and law- 
abiding citizens of Los Angeles, and to a 
greater extent than ever before they have 
given the police their help and support; 
and for this, on behalf of all of the officers 
of the department, I return to the good 
citizens of this community’ most Dearty 
thanks. To all of the officers 1 am grateful 
for their uniform kindness and obedience 
to orders, and lam glad that I have this 
opportunity to publicly acknowledge the 
faithful service they have given to me and 
to ourcity. I wish also to express my 
thanks to His Honor, the Mayor, to the gen- 
tlemen of the Police Commission, and to 
you, gentlemen of the Council, for all 
courtesies received. 

A number of exhibits are also filed 
with the reports, giving details as fol- 
lows: 


Exhibit A shows that lodgers accommo- 
dated, persons brought to the receiving 
hospital for medical treatment, insane per- 
sons apprehended, lost children restored 
to parents, witnesses detained, etc., aggre- 
gate 1477 in the fiscal year, and that in 
the same time the police have made 2003 
arrests. Of this number 1683 have been 
convicted, and thirty-nine cases are pend- 
ing. The very large petcentage of convic- 
tions shows very thorough work by the of- 
ficers. 

Exhibit Bis asummary of the cases in 
which the prisoners were charged with 
serious crimes, and shows that the officers 
of my department have not only convicted 
eighty-two prisoners of the crime of petit 
larceny, but have, including some of the 
cases that were pending at the time of my 
last report, made the remarkable number 
of forty-five convictions for felonies, and 
the State Prison sentences of this lat- 
ter class aggregate nearly two hundred 
years. The department has, in the course 
of the year, also made numerous arrests of 
telons who were fugitives from justice from 
other counties and States. 

Exhibit C shows that in the year just 
closed lost and stolen property to the 
amount of $21,705 was reported to the de- 
partment, and that we recovered property 
of the value of $16.165, which I think is a 
verv good percentage. It is also worthy of 
remark that the amount and value of stolen 
prorerty reported tothe department this 
year is but a trifie over one-half of the 
amount reported last year. , 

Exhibit D shows the great amount of 
work done by the department in serving 
court papers—1179 jurors were sum- 
moned, 2043 witnesses subpmnaed, etc. 
This work was done largely by the mounted 
officers. 

Exhibit E shows that thechain gang 
performed 8069 days’ work during the 
year, and contains mach other valuable in- 
formation. 

Exbibit H shows that during the year 
there were furnished to the prisonersin the 
City Jail 37,255 meals, at a cost ot $2543, 
the cooking having been done by the pris- 
oners. The cost, under the old plan of 
having the meals furnished by a restau- 
rant, would have been $4656.85, so that 
$2133.35 has been saved the city in this 


way. 

Exhibit J shows the amount of fines paid 
in the Police courts to be $7829, and in ad- 
dition to this, considerable sums have been 
paid in the Superior courts in cases where 
the arrests were made by the police depart- 
ment of this city. 


BRUNSON-STONEMAN. 


The Complaint in the Divorce Suit Filed 
at Last. 

There have been no further develop- 
ments in the Brunson-Stoneman sensa- 
tion beyond the filing of the complaint 
in the divorce proceedings, which was 
done late yesterday afternoon, the main 
features of which were published Sun- 
day morning. 

The San Francisco Examiner of Sun- 
day publishes the following special dis- 
patch from Buffalo, N. Y., under date 
of December 10: 


Gen. Stoneman was astounded when an 
Examiner correspondent today totd him 
that his wife was co-respondent in the 
Brunson divorce case. 


“My God, I can’t believe it,"’ he ex- 


claimed. Theshock nearly prostrated him, 
for he is in feeble health and has been for 
some time. 

Gen. Stoneman is living in Buffalo with 
his sister, who is the wife of the Hon. Ben- 
jamin H. Williams, whose residence is on 
West Utica street. 

He has been absent from Los Angeles 
much of the time for the last three years. 
Two years ago he went to New York, where 
he submitted tO a surgical operation to 
remedy an old, deep-seated trouble, which 
is traced to the General's military service. 
After that he spent some time with his 
brother, Judge Stoneman, in Iowa. Last 
April he came to Buffalo for his health, and 
has since resided continuously at the home 
of his sister. 

During all of this period of enforced ab- 
sence from home he has corresponded with 
his wife and has received letters contin- 
ually from herin return. Less than two 
weeks ago, he said, he received her latest 
message. There was nothing in that letter, 
nor, indeed, has any information come to 
the General, directly or indirectly, to indi- 
cate that his wife had been accused of infi- 
delity. 

On bis part, the General bas been a faith- 
ful and considerate husband. Since he has 
been on the retired list he has been allowed 
half pay, and as often as he has received 
his stipend he has forwarded a portion 
thereof to his wife. 

He has a sister living at Alhambra, a 
short distance from Los Angeles, but no 
tidings have been received from her of this 
sad calamity. Naturally, therefore, the 
news comes as agreat shock to the Gen- 
eral, and his sister, Mrs. Williams, fears 
that the blow will hasten his demise. Only 
yesterday he suffered a relapse, and was 
confined to his room today. 

Gen. Stoneman is much respected in this 
part of the country, where the Stonemans 
formerly lived. The Williamses have a 
high social standing in this city. Mr. Will- 
iams stood for Congress two years ago, and 
Mrs. Williams is eminent in organizations 
forthe elevation of women. She was as 
much surprised as her brother when the 
news of the Brunson divorce case was first 
brought to her notice. 


The statement that. Gen. Stoneman 
knew nothing about the matter hereto- 
fore will be newsin this section, as it 
has always been understood by those in 
a position to know that it was on ac- 
count of the scanda! thatthe General 
went East, informing his wife that he 
had left her forever.

Something inthe nature of a corner in 
California beans has evidently been engi- 
neeredin New York, with more or less 
prospects of success to those interested. A 
dispatch received from that city today tells 
the story as given by the Commercial Bul. 
letin, as follows: “For about & week or 
ten days there have 
“hing in the nature of a big dealin dried 
California lima beans. As the story goes, 
three different combinations were quietly 
laying plans with a majority calculating 
upon doing something out of the ordinary 
line before the lst of February. The 
minority, in which a live Californian and 
wide-awake New York broker figure as 
leading spirits, seem to have taken time by 
the forelock and out-generaled the major. 
ity. In any event, a certain amount of 
substantial facts and considerable strong 
circumstantial evidence, goto show thata 
large per cent of the crop of the season of 
1892 have been placed under contract, 
and nearly all the beans involved in the 
deal will pass directly into the hands of 
distributors well acquainted with the post. 
tion of the marketfrom the visible supply 
tothe almost certain outlets during the 
nextten months. The facts picked up do 
not warrant the statement that the market 
is cornered, nor does it appear that there 
is any intention of making a gold mine out 
of the bean deal, but that supplies have 
been pretty well concentrated is more than 
a vague possibility.” 

The Bradstreet Mercantile agency re- 
ports 13 failures in the Pacific Coast 
States and Territories for the week ended 
December 9, as compared with 13 for the 
previous week and 10 for the correspend- 
ing week of 1891. The failures for the 
past week are divided among the trades as 
follows: Two saloons, 1 clotbing, 1 men's 
furnishing goods, 1 jeweler, 1 wholesale 
fruits, 1 butcher, 1 lumber, 1 boots and 
shoes, 1 confectionery, 1 general merchan.- 
dise 1 dry goods and 1 crockery. 

The Mark Lane Express, in its weckly re- 
view of the English grain trade, says: 
“The record for the past week is no 
brighter. English wheat sells at 27s, a 

rice unprecedented within the memory of 
English farmers. American and Russian 
wheats declined 18, and Indian 3d. Aus- 
tralian and Chilean wheats sell at previous 
prices, but stocks of spot grain from those 
sources are nearly exhausted. Stocks of 
foreign flour are estimated at 54,300,000 
quarters. American wheat is offered in 
London at 28s, delivered. It is diMcult to 
see how exports continue with the prices 
ruling. Household flour in London sells at 
25s, a decline of 10s in the year. The 
profitin flour has gone almost wholly to 
the baker. On the 9th inst. Minnesota first 
sold for 19s."’ 

The market for eggs is weaker and 
prices declined 1 or 2 cents today. 


Money, Stocks and Bonds. 

New YorK, Dec. 12.—The week opened 
with an unusual degree of activity in the 
stock market. The Gould stocks scored a 
further sharp advantage. Western Union 
rose 1% to 98%. The improvement 
was due to the reiteration of the reports 
that the Vanderbilt-Morgan interests were 
buying. The Industriais were also con. 
spicuous in the upward movement. A re- 
action setin late, owing to the announce 
ment that $2,225,000 in gold had been en- 
gaged for shipment tomorrow.
